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ONE PROVINCE OR TWO? 

The Regina Standard is devoting it- 
self to a consideration oft he question 
of provincial government for the Ter- 
ritories. The Standard, let it be remem- 
bered, is opposed to the present Ter- 
ritorial government, and inasmuch as 
it is understood that the government 
is in favor of the organization of one 
Stendard demands in 


province, the 


thunder tones that there shall not be 


one province but two. That much is 


easy; out it is not so easy to decide as 
to bow the division initio *wo provinces 
is to be made. The Standard appar- 
ently is in favor of a division of the 
Territories into an Eastern and a 
Western province, But in its argu- 
ment it admits that the people of East- 
ern Assiniboia want ene province and 
not two, while tie people of Saskat- 
chewan want a separate province, and 
the people of Northern Alberia, want 
a northern province. It admits fur- 
ther that there is a great’ deal to be 
said in favor of each of these proposi- 
tions, and fails to put forwards any 
general argument in support of a 
division initio eastern and western 
provinces. It only argues to 
the resident of East Avsiniboia that 
a single province would require him to 
pay an unfair proporiion of his taxes 
for the development of Alberta. Tak- 
ing the case as s‘aied by the Standard, 
Southern Alberta is the only part of 
the Territories that wants the division 
into east and wes: provinces. And 
taking its argument advanced .to East 
Assiniboia, Southerr Alberta would 
lose rather ‘han gzsia by such a divis- 
jon. 

Judging from the line of argument 
pursued by the Standard the question 
of division into provinces is chiefly a 
question of the locaiion of capitals. 
Taking this for granted, ihe chief rea- 
son for the Standurd’s preference for 
eastern and westeru provinces is that 
such a division and arrangement 
would ensure ‘Regina as the capital of 
the eastern province, while it has no 
sure thing if .ny other division, or if 
no division, is made. 

In the humle opinion of this journal 
it would be the greatest mistake pos- 
sible io allow public comment regard- 
ing the effort to secure. improved fin- 
ancial arrangements for ihe Territor- 
ies to degenerate into a war between 
rival claimants for the lecation of one 
ot more provincial capitais. What 
the Territories need at the present 
stage of their developmeni is efficient 
and economical local government, with 
light taxation. Experience in Can- 
ada has shown that to multiply goy- 
ernmenis i3 not economical and there- 
fore cannot be efficient, and inevii- 
ably compels high taxation. No doubi 
the area of the Terriiories is great 
enough for many smail provinces. But 
provincial subsidies are based on popu- 
lation mot on araza. Responsibility 
comes with erea but revenue comes 
only wiih population. Because the 
Territories have a vastly greater area 
than Prince Edward Island, the local 
Government whether territorial or 
provincial, has much greater re*pon- 
sibilities than the government of the 
island. But because the population of 
the Territories is approximaiely the 
same as that of the Island wt have no 
more money wiih which to meet those 
responsibilities, whether as territories 
province. Divide the Terri- 
tories into two fair'y equal parts by 
either a north and south or east and 
west line, and cither one will stil! have 
an area possibly ten times larger than 
the Island witt 
sibilities and oaly half the pepulation 
to draw subsidy on or to raise taxes 
from.

As long as our population is go 
greatly disproportioned io our area it 
is the part of wisdom to keep the cost 
of local government down to the low- 
est point consistent with efficiency. 
This can better be done by having only 
one adminjstra ive machine rather 
than two or more. If ii werd a fact 
that the present area of the Territor- 
ies tends agains’ efficient administra- 
tion then a claim’ might be made for 
But no one will deny that 
the duties laid upon the local govern- 
ment of the Territories are dealt with 
as promptly and efficiently as in any 
of the provinces; and it! might even be 
claimed more so than in some. i In 
these days of railways and telegraphs 
distance !s no such bar to effective ad- 
ministration. as it Divers- 
ity of interest is a more valid objec- 
tion to uhe constiiutiou of a single pto- 
vinee than mere area; but the question 
Shall we gain 
more by one local government having 
measurably adequate funds, adminis- 
tering diverse interests; or by two 
Jocal governments, hampered by in- 
adequate funds, idministe~ing a sim- 
ilar diversity of interesis?--for there 
must be a diversity of interests in each 
province under any possible division

BUILDING STOPPED 

The cold weather bas stopped tem- 
porarily at least and probably for the 
season work en brick buildings. 

In town two large buildings under- 
taken during the summer remain un- 
completed, the new - Presbyterian 
church and the new school. , 


The walls of the church are com- 
pleted to the eaves and only twelve 
feet of brick work remain to be laid 
on the tower. Should the weather 
break for a few, days this would be 
completed and the brick work on the 
building would then be finished. The 
trusses to support the roof have been 
put in place and the ceiling joists. The 
roof will be put on and the building 
closed in as soon! as the weather per- 
mits. Should moderate weather pre- 
vail during the winter tbe rlastering 
will be done, the seating put in and the 
building practicatiy firished. With 
the exception of the brick work yet to 
be done and the plastering the only im- 
pediment to its compietion is the dis- 
comfort experienced by workmen in 
cold weatber, 

The basement of the school has been 
completed, except the floor, and the 
walls of the building laid as far as the 
stone plinth. About balf ‘the stone 
needed foc this is now in the building 
and masons have been at work during 


The basement floor will not be pui 
in until spring. All the beating and 
ventilating flues are in and have been 
carried up to a height of about six 
feet above the ground floor. The 
frames have been put in the basement 
windows. Jt is the intention to cover 
the floor and walls, stop up: the win- 
dows and suspend «verations until 
spring. About 240,000 plain brick are 
now on the ground and within the 
next few days 75,000 facing brick will 
be taken to the site. This will furn- 
ish sufficient majerial with which to 
carry on work in the spring until 
fresh supplies of next season's brick 
are available., 

Jt is considered rather an advani- 
age to let the concrete stand over win- 
ter without the pressure of the walls 
in order that it may become perfectly 
hardened.

Telegram; Mr. D. Mann, of Macken- 
zie & Mana, left last evening, accom-

Work was progressing on the road 
through to Port Arthur and Mr. Mann 
stated that the work would be com- 
pleted within the monith, and that a 
good proportion of this year’s wheai 
-rop would find an outlet via the C. 
N.R. line. Already the company have 
carried out of this province nearly 
2,000,000 bushels of grain, and Mr. 
Mann said that altogether they would 
handle quite another 1,000,000 bushels 
before the season ended.

The 
area affected is precisely similar to the 
wheat lands of Manitoba and has play- 
ed its part this season in swelling the 
grain output of the world.

THE BRITON'S HEAVY HAND. 
Tarkastad, Oct. 12.—Several  sent- 
ences on rebels were publicly promul- 
gated in the market square to-day. 
Among the condemned was Jacobus 
Schooman, a lieutenant ina Lotter's 
commando, and the sonjof a well-to-do 


farmer, who wes condemned to be shot 
and whose sentence has been confirm- 
ed by Lord Kitchener. Two youths, 
also of Lotter’s commando, who had 
been recommended to mercy by the 
court, were sentenced to receive 25 
strokes each and to be imprisoned 
during the continuance of the war. 

Cape Town, Oct. 12.—Two sentences 
for rebellion have been publicly pro- 
muigated at Kimberley. The prison- 
ers were fa~mers, belonging to Barkly 
West and Jacobsdal respectively. They 
had both been condemned to death by 
hanging, but the seniences were com- 
muted to ten years’ penal servitude in 
the case of the Barkly West man and 
to deportation in that of the Jacobsdal 
farmer. At Vryburg the sentence of 
ten years’ peual servitude passed upon 
an ex-field cornet has been commuted 
to three years and the death penalty 
in the case of a farmer to penal, ser- 
viiude for life. The sentence of death 
by hanging passed upon two young 
farmers who bad twice joined the en- 
emy having ‘een confirmed was car- 
ried out at Vryburg this morning.

It shows tht the protection 
which social influence has _ hitherto 
been able to extend toa incompetence 
has broken down, and, henceforward 
we may expect to see more summary 
and severe methods employed not only 
with treacherous o~ traitorous Boers, 
but also with the haw-haw, brigade 
who have so long disgraced the land 
of their birth and the uniform which 
they wore. Officers in command. ‘of 
supposedly mohbi'e columns who hadi to 
be publicly ordered to refrain from 
loading the transport with stolen kit- 
chen ranges and piamos, are beyond 
criticism.

It is also an excellent coal for domes- 
tic purposes and as a coking coal, num-~ 
erous tests hove proven it ‘to be fully 
the equal of the ‘Fernie product which 
is supposed to be the best coking coal 
in this country. The company is now 
completing six coke ovens, the begin- 
ning of 250 which will be put im as soon 
as the weather will permit. 

In various capacities the company 
now has 170 men employed and it is 
expected that within six months the 
pay roll will be $25,000. The company 
is now puttiog, in a new tipple, a set 
of 100 ton railroad scales and one of 
the most improved faunas preparatory 
to the exiensive operations contemp- 
lated. ' 

The compiny has a spur running 
from the main track of the railroad 
to the mine and altogether has about 
two miles of sidings, the capacity of 
which is so over taxed at present that 
steps are being taken tou double track 
the spur. 

An electric light plant with a capa- 
city of 750 lights is being installed 
which besides furnishing light for the
